A FINE GOMEDY

Harold.Lioyd has the most ambi- 
tious offering of his career in 
‘Grandma's Boy,” this week's attrac- 
tion at the New Grand Central, West 
End Lyric and Capitol Theaters.

Manufacturers busy, canneries at the 
peak of their activity, bullding oper- 
ations requiring more labor, in- 
crease in employment among metal 
industries and acceleration of pro- 
duction among poducers of building | —___ 
materials were noted fm the report | 
of the advisory board of the Illinois | 
Department of Labor for August. 

The report, just published here, | 
and based on information from 1282 | 
employers throughout the State, | 
said in part: 

“Contrary to the popular cutaten'| 
fewer than 10 concerns were obliged | 
to shut down on account of a lack of | 
fuel. The amount of money put In| 
circulation in wages during the week | 
of Aug. 15 amounted to $5,904,736 | 
for 1282 firms. This was a decline! 
of .7 of 1 per cent from the amount. 
paid to the workers in the week of 
July 15. The decline was chiefly 
due to the drop in the number of 
workmen in a few of the rallroad 
shops, and wage reductions by pub-| 
lic utilities. The total weekly earn- 
ings in the manufacturing industries 
were 8.1 per cent larger in August | 
than in July. Wage changes were 
made by 48 of the reporting firms, | 
scattered through nearly every in-| 
dustrial group, most of the wage 
changes being increases averaging 
about 10 per cent.” |
